3. Can| apply for more than one position?
No. You can only submit an application for one of the programs this summer using the DCPS Extracurricular
Application.

Human Resources will notify candidates of their final status via email once the selection process is

complete.

5. What is the compensation for summer employment?
Teachers receive $34/hour and aides receive $15/hour. Benefits are not included.

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Frequently Asked Questions for Non-DCPS Applicants:

I’'m not a DCPS employee. Am | eligible for a summer school position?

Yes! Although preference will be given to current DCPS employees, we encourage both current DCPS
employees and external applicants to apply. Please go to the QuickBase application
(https://octo.quickbase.com/db/bh5nagy98?a=dbpage&pagelD=62) to submit an online application.

I’m not a DCPS employee. If | am offered the SS position, will | have to submit additional documents to
be hired?

After non-DCPS employees submit an online application and are sent an offer letter for a specific site, they
will need to provide the following additional documents to Human Resources in order to be considered for
a Summer position:

e Aresume

e A copy of two forms of ID

e Fingerprinting/Background Check from the past 24 months

e Negative TB test result from the past 12 months

e Pass a Drug and Alcohol Test

e A copy of a current teaching license (if applicable)

e Additional documentation that will be provided for you to complete

Where can non-DCPS applicants submit the results of HR required paperwork?

If you are a non-DCPS employee, you are required to submit your HR required paperwork directly to the
program manager for the program you applied for (e.g. ESY, K-7 Summer School). Required paperwork
includes a resume, a copy of two forms of ID, fingerprinting/background check, a negative TB test result, a
drug and alcohol test, and the oath packet. If applying for a teacher position, a valid DC teacher’s license
should also be provided.

How do I take care of my fingerprinting/background check?

Only applicants who are sent an offer letter should be fingerprinted. The fingerprinting office is located at
1200 First Street, NE, on the 10" floor. The office is open Monday-Thursday, from 8:00- 5:00. On Fridays, it
is open from 8:00-3:00. There is no charge for fingerprinting. Please bring a copy of your negative TB test
results and your photo ID.
